try  the  case. 

The  pair,  he  aaid.  were  committed  on  charge*  of  tedi- 
tiouft  conspiracy,  requiring  a jury  trial. 

Tha  charge  read:  “Conspiring  to  create  disaffection  in 
Kootenay  and  elsewhere,  encouraging  members  of  the  sect 
to  di.sobey  the  laws  of  Canada  by  encouraging  them  to 
assemble  when  nude  in  public,  encouraging  them  to  refuac 
to  send  their  children  to  school  and  to  commit  adultery.** 
Both  men  are  members  of  the  radical  Sons  of  Freedom 
sect  ef  Doukliobors.  with  headquarters  at  Hillitrs,  about 
100  miles  north  of  Victoria. 

They  were  arrested  last  Autumn,  following  several 
months  of  hres.  bombings,  nude  parades  and  inter  sect 
strife.  The  Sons  of  Freedom  are  a 5.000-etrong  splinter 
group  from  a larger  group  of  peaceful  orthodox  Doukho* 
bore.

Perhaps  it  is  the  feeling  that  the 
public  purse  Is  far  removed  from  their 
own  that  causes  Government  depart- 
ments to  think  of  it  as  unlimited,  even 
though  they  of  all  people  should  know 
otherwise.

If  we  were  bolstering  the  world  with 
surplus  funds  that  we  happened  to 
have  saved  and  salted  away,  that 
would  be  one  thing.  But  we  are  doing 
our  bolstering  with  (t)  tax  money  that 
is  taken  from  our  citizens  and  (2) 
borrowed  funds  that.  In  turn,  compel 
the  government  to  operate  at  a deficit 
of  $5,000,000,000  to  $6,000,000,000  an- 
ually. 

The  whole  appartus  of  lending  and 
bulsterlng  Is  wrapped  up  In  economic 
controls,  restrictions,  currency  incon- 
vrrllbllUy  and  regimentation.

Ever  since  western  amile.s  in  the  war 
were  hailed  short  of  Berlin  and  the 
Russians  given  the  initial  right  of 
entry  and  occupation  of  the  German  capi- 
tal, Soviet  propaganda  has  leaned  heavily 
on  the  theory  of  right  by  conquest.  From 
that  day  to  this  day  the  word  "Aaies"  seems 
to  have  passed  out  of  the  picture,  and  what 
Machiavelli  said  about  partners  in  war  has 
been  abundantly  true.  Not  by  a single  step 
has  the  Kremlin  abandoned  any  toe-hold 
it  could  secure  in  Berlin,  and  it  lias  pressed 
this  stance  by  every  means  short  of  ojien 
breach  of  diplomatic  lelatlons.

Coleman  union  has  no  right 
to  picket  any  operations  except  its  own  plant 
where  the  dispute  exists. 

When  picket  lines  were  placed  elsewhere  they 
should  have  been  completely  disregarded  by  con- 
struction workers.  However,  only  one  A, I*,  of  L. 
Euilding  Trade  L’nion  has  liad  the  good  sense  to 
cross  the  picket  lines  and  keep  on  working.  The 
others  have  fallen  in  behind  the  policy  advocated 
by  the  A.E.  of  L.  Building  Trades  Council  and  re- 
fuse to  cross  or  work  behind  picket  lines  estab- 
lished by  the  I'.vans,  Coleman  union. 

The  contractors  Utiis  were  faced  with  walk-ouls 
on  some  jobs  and  the  threat  of  picketing  and  walk- 
outs on  practically  all  others.  To  meet  this  situa- 
tion the  Victoria  Building  Industries  Exchange 
decided  to  shut  down  all  work  until  we  have  an 
assurance  from  our  ow  n employees  that  there  w’ill 
be  no  more  walk-outs  in  siipjiort  ol  the  Evans, 
Coleman  union. 

The  issue  is  a simple  i»ne.  It  resolvt*  ilsclt  merely 
into  the  question  of  “how  far  should  a strike 
spread?"  \Ve  cannot  understand  tlie  reasoning  of 
those  who  want  to  spread  a strike  beyond  the 
parties  in  dispute,  but  until  our  own  employees 
adopt  a more  reasonable  attitude  than  that  of  the 
A.E.  of  E.  Building  Trades  Council,  it  will  not 
be  possible  for  our  members  to  resume  operations.

In  basketball  is  practically  In  complete  ignorance  concerning  the 
management  of  the  Victoria  and  District  Basketball  Association. 
Vhls  lack  IS  oonUnually  exhibited  throughout  the  season  with 
questions  such  as:  "Why  don't  wo  get  more  games?"  “What  about 
aome  heat?"  "Try  to  get  us  some  publicity  for  a change.'*  •'Who 
calls  these  Island  games  anyway?"  “where's  our  gurantee?"  and 
why  this,  why  that  and  why  the  other  thing.  The  answer  to  95 
per  cent  of  the  queries  would  be  known  if  Uie  questioners  look  the 

bother  to  find  out  sbout  the  operation  of  their  league.

UecUng  a directorate  In  the  late  Autumn  and  clamoring  for  a 
quick  opanlng  of  scheduled  games,  these  persons  expect  tlieir  of- 
ficials to  complete  negoUatiiyns  for  rental  of  playing  faclUttes, 
produce  all  the  necesaary  game  equipment  out  of  a hat  In  top- 
Boteb  working  order,  draw  up  schedules  to  the  satisfaction  of 
thfVA  or  four  hundred  players,  arrange  publicity  so  that  each 
team  la  mentioned  at  least  three  times  a week  and  each  player  at 
least  once  tn  seven  days,  and  all  the  other  things  that  are  neces- 
sary for  the  commencement  of  placing  acUvltles.  Then  follows 
• hectic  four  months  of  play  with  comptalnis  about  not 
enough  games,  bad  equipment  the  scoreboard  not  showing  up, 
the  time  clock  running  the  wrong  way,  not  large  enough  crowds, 
and  ao  on  into  the  night 

Bui  the  fun  really  starts  when  it  Is  play-off  time.  Having 
delegated  auUiorlty  to  a representative  and  Kreenlng  all  proposed 
acUvlUee  before  they  were  adopted,  aome  playera  and  managers 
spend  the  next  30  days  disagreeing  completely  with  everytnlng  they 
have  governing  them.  They  pay  no  attention  to  written  messages 
and  won’t  accept  verbal  measagea  as  being  conitltuUonal.  To  top 
It  all  off.  these  same  persons  holler  the  loudest  when  the  con- 

■tltuUoo  they  approved  Is  enforced.

Wltot  Is  the  answer?  PerhM>6  H Is  the  tremendous  need  for 
proper  accommodation  for  the  sport.  More  league  work  by  team 
offlcleU  and  players  is  a certainty.  More  admlnlslraiional  Interest 
is  needed  as  well  as  ta  the  earlier  election  of  officers  in  order  that 
preparations  might  be  made  In  good  lime  for  the  season's  activity, 
tenlency  on  ihe  puWlclly  angle  recommended  with  the  re- 
minder that  other  sports,  too,  are  enUUed  to  their  newspaper  space. 
There  must  also  be  acquiescence  at  all  times  to  the  league  con- 
ailtutlon  suid  the  declaion  of  the  elected  officials.  Spectator  prob- 
lems should  ba  tha  problems  of  each  person  In  basketball.  We 
bava  to  aducalt  tha  public  to  support  the  sport  by  producing  the 
goods  that  tha  fans  want.  Give  them  good  baaketbali  and  there 
will  never  be  any  attendance— or  publicity-problem.  Good  basket- 
ball ball  needs  more  co-operation  from  everyone  In  the  apori.  coach, 
manager,  player,  sponsor  and  official.  We  need  the  broader  vlew- 
polnb— good  of  the  sport  rather  than  an  abiding  Uilerast  In  the 
aucceas  of  only  one  team  and  an  effort  to  always  get  Ihe  advantage 
lor  that  team.

Crown  Life 


WORDS  TO  WATCH 
The  freguenlly  heard  “kuh-NEK- 
*l-kui"  Is  a Brlticlun.  the  result  of 
IsUely  assuclaUng  the  name  Con- 
necticut with  the  word  cminect. 
Tliere  Is  no  connection.  Connecti- 
cut evolved  from  the  Indian  Quonec- 
tai*ut  <Qulnnllukd-ut.  Qulnnehiuk- 
qul)  said  to  mean  “long  tidal  river," 
al^  "river  of  pines."  The  correct 
pronunciation  Is:  kuh-NKT-l-kutt. 

ConnecUcuier  U;  kuh-NET-1- 
RUTT-er. 

The  word  valet  Is  French  In 
origin,  but  It  has  been  In  English 
tusge  for  400  yean  or  more.  In 
America,  we  sometimes  hear  it  as ' 
•va-LAY"  or  “VAL-ay."  In  best  I 
Bsage.  however,  the  first  syllabis  U 
accented,  and  the  "t"  Is  pronounced, 
thus:  VAL-rt. 

In  Old  French,  valet  was  spelled 
*Tar!et."  and  this  form  also  entered 
Stigllsh  with  the  meaning  "a  young 
manservant."  but,  later,  as  In 
Sbakespaarea  usage.  **a  low  fellow, 
a scoundrcL** 

The  word  tagary  means,  “wild, 
capricious,  or  fantastic  idea  or  ac- 
tion." as  the  vagaries  of  Texsa  | 
weather.  Many  of  us  pronounce 
vagary  as  "VAY-guh-ree."  appar- 
ently from  a false  association  with  I 
the  word  vague,  or  perhaps,  with  the  | 
wtird  vagrant,  since  vagary  is  from ' 
the  Latin  vagark  "to  stroll  about."  | 
The  accent  ihmild  fail  on  the  second 
syllable,  thus:  vuh-OAIR-ree,  or; 
euh-UAY-ree. 

It  Is  a quite  common  error  to  pro- 
PouDce  the  word  tremolo  as  "trem- 
yoo-Ioe."  The  correct  pronunciation 
ts:  TREM-uh-loe. 

Why  does  the  erroneous  **yoo” 
sound  get  Into  the  word  tremolo? 

T think  it  la  beesuae  of  the  Influsiuw 
of  the  word  tremulous  which  does 
have  "u  ’ In  the  second  syllable. 

Both  tremolo  and  tremulous  come 
from  Iht  latln  tremulus,  "trem- 
bling. quaking,  quivering."  Now 
why  is  U that  tremolo  has  an  "o" 
In  the  second  syllable.  Instead  of  a 
"U,**  as  Is  the  case  with  IremulouaT 
Here  U the  rea.aon;  The  Latin  trera- 
ulus  entered  English  and  became 
tremulous,  retaining  the  **u."  Trem- 
ulus  also  entered  Italian,  and  be- 
came tremolo,  which  entered  Eng- 
Hah  With  the  Italian  spelling  un- 
changed. 

So.  the  lalln  tremulus  has  given  I 
as  two  English  words  — tremulous, 
the  adjective,  pronounced;  THEM- 
yoo-iuss,  and  tremolo,  the  noun, 
pronounred:  TREM-uh-los.
